Tiie  eiidowineni  remained  nntoiiehed,  and  tiio  I.'ivinitv  dipartment  was  maintained  on  its 
iirij^inal  tootmi;;  and  wiiile  notiiinir  can  be  more  open  or  less  exchisue  in  its  eli;!raeter  than 
tlie  eiiarter  of  Iviiiii's  Colleiit;  now  is,  yet  il  is  ;„eciired  from  anarchy  and  conlusion,  and  its 
elVicienty  made  certain,  iiy  vesliii;^  ilie  power  of  earryinir  its  provLsioiis  into  effect,  so  far  as 
appointmenl.s  are  roncerned,  in  the  Crown,  wlieie  il  ought  to  lie,  and  winch  I  tirmiy  I'ejieve 
to  be  satisfactory  to  tlie  greai  majority  of  the  po|>niation.
